Greatly increased emphasis on 
mathematics, science, reading, writ¬ 
ing and spelling, half an hour more 
instruction per day, formation of a 
Master Teacher group, permanent 
certification only of teachers holding 
degrees, higher teacher salaries, 
tnustitutlon of community colleges, 
and more local autonomy . . these 

are only a few of the suggestions 
contained in the Cameron Com¬ 
mission on Education, filed Monday 
with the government of Alberta. 

In all, 28 recommendations were 
made for the improvement of edu¬ 
cation in Alberta by the members 
of the commission, who spent some¬ 
thing in excess of 200 days in its 
preparation, over a period of the 
last 22 months. 

Termed by Premier Manning as 
the most comprehensive survey of 
education ever made in this country, 
the report embraces 510 pages with 
a minority report filed by one mem¬ 
ber of 280 pages. 

Six copies were released by Pre¬ 
mier Manning on Thursday morn¬ 
ing. one copy of which was receiv¬ 
ed by a special committee of the 
Alberta Weekly Newspapers Associ¬ 
ation. The manuscript is in the pro¬ 
cess of being printed, and capies 
will be released to the general pub¬ 
lic in probably three weeks, Mr. 
Manning said. 

The Premier said there would 
probably not be time to give the 
report sufficient study to introduce 
any legislation from it at the next 
session. He announced the session 
would open February 11. 

One of the chief recommenda- 


the Commission, this was the focal 
pointed out that the quality of the 
pointed oct that 'the quality of the 
entire education system was based 
on the capabilities and training of 
the teachers involved. 

Up to four extra increments could 
also be paid for meritorious service. 

The upgrading suggested would 
range over a period to 1971. pro¬ 
gressing in steps, and would see 
teachers reach maximum salary in 
six increments. Provision was sug¬ 
gested for the inclusion of a new 
Master Teacher group, comprising 
from one to five per cent of the 
entire teacher force. Extra salary 
of $2,000 per year would be paid 
to such teachers. 

The suggested upgrading would 
not affect permanent certificates 
already in force, the Commission 
pointed out, in an interview, but 
the salary emphasis on increased 
qualifications would encourage more 
teachers to qualify, they felt. 

Mrs. Taylor, however felt that the 
recommendation for community col¬ 
leges was a major break-through for 
rural youth. The development of 
present day agricultural colleges 
into centres offering vocational ag¬ 
ricultural and trades training of¬ 
fered a new horizon for farm young 
people. 

During later questioning it was 
suggested there should be at least 
half a dozen such centres, designed 
to fill the gap after leaving high 
school for students who are anx¬ 
ious to increase their reading at 
all grades, spelling, mathematics 
generally, legible handwriting, sci- 


The report recommends the con¬ 
tinuance of Departmental Examin¬ 
ations in grades 9 and 12, and the 
re-instatement of such examinations 
in grades 10 and 11, in schools not 
accredited. Accredited schools would 
handle the tests themselves. 

Wider local authority is urged in 
the report, including the appoint¬ 
ment of superintendents by the lo¬ 
cal governing board, rather than by 
the Department as at present. 

It is suggested the superintendent 
is often placed in the position of 
trying to serve two masters, which 
would be avoided if he were locally 
appointed. 

Greatly increased emphasis on 
guidance and remedial instruction is 
urged in the report, whichl||pg- 
gests the adoption of regional offi¬ 
ces in rural areas, to extend these 
services to districts which could not 
afford them on their own. Such 
zones might be similar to the areas 
now covered by high school inspect¬ 
ors, or the zones of the Alberta 
. School Trustees' Association. 

The committee suggested that stu¬ 
dents in grades 11 and 12 be urged 
to adopt one major area of study, 
on whicli they should spend at least 
40 per cent < f their time. It was 
also recommended that achieve¬ 
ment at the grade 9 level should be 
used more rigorously to determine 
the courses to be undertaken in sen¬ 
ior high school. 

Junior high school hours would 
be increased from 300 minutes to 
330 minutes per day, and senior

AIMS — To reach the apathetic 
motorist and pedestrian. This is tile 
group who refuse to believe the ad¬ 
vice, information and pleas for safe 
c' iving and safe walking have any¬ 
thing to do with them. They are 
convinced it is all for anyone and 
rveryone ELSE. 

These unfortunate people must be 
reached and converted. They must 
be made to understand that they, as 
all human beings, can make mis¬ 
takes, and that mistakes made in 
traffic can kill and malm. 

MEANS — Outside of organizing 
an Apathetics Anonymous, the most 
effective means of breaking through 
this iron curtain of indifference is 
to broadcast a persistent barrage in 
the hope that constant hammering 
of warnings, pleas and brief, force¬ 
ful messages will have an accumu¬ 
lative effect and make the correct 
reaction automatic when emergen¬ 
cy demands it. Ideally, the apathetic 
driver or walker should be ap¬ 
proach individually and dealt with 
as an ailing person is dealt with. 
This is not a simple procedure. 
Methods must be factual, sincere, 
concise. The subject is a doubter 
and usually a strong adherent of 
his own faith in his ability to drive 
or walk in traffic. 

The apathetic motorist and pe¬ 
destrian belongs to a cult which, 
fortunately, is decreasing. As long as 
even a small tribe exists, every¬ 
thing remains vital when it leads to 
the extinction of this obnoxious 
killer. 

Safe Driving Week 1959, is spon¬ 
sored nationally by the Canadian 
Highway Safety Council. 

It has the active support of all 
safety organizations, provincial and 
local, as well as governments and 
police on national, provincial and 
community levels; Women’s groups, 
public service organizations, cham¬ 
bers of commerce, boards of trade, 
clergy, judiciary, the legal profes¬ 
sion, the medical profession, the 
oil, automotive, rubber, insurance 
and a great many other industries 
as well as countless individuals. 

It needs the support of EVERY¬
